1. “Are not railroads private property? 

“Have the owners of this private prop- 

“erty no rights that the state.is nd to 

“respect?” It will be observed bre that 

our correspondent does not wait for an 

opinion as to whether railroads are pri- 

vate property, bat proceeds upon the as- 

sumption that they are. To assert that 

railroads are private property is as con- 

fusing to the question at issue as to deny 

it. They are not private property in the 
common acceptation of that term, They 

are private property in this, that they 
are the result of the investment of pri- 

vate .capital; but, in the terms of their 
construction, in their relations to the 
people, and in their effects upon the 
commerce and industries of the country— 
effects which no investor or set of 
investors could foresee—they are public 
property. If we could reasonably sepa- 
rate the railway corporations from their 
relations with, and their effects upon, the 
public; if these corporations merely con- 
tributed to the commerce and industries 
of the country—their functions ending 
with their contribution—there would not 
only be no board of commission in any 
state or country, but there would be no 
controversy over what is justly called 
the railroad problem. There would, in 
fine, be no railroad problem to discuss, 
and railroad management—or, rather, the 
lack of it—would concern the public in 
no greater degree than the manage- 
ment of a tin-shop or a jug-factory. But 
it must. be apparent to our correspond- 
ent, as to all reasonable people who will 
take the trouble to reflect a little, that 
the functions of the railway corporations 
do not end where the functions of other 
enterprises, private and public, end. These 
corporations not only contribute to the 
commerce and industries of the country, 
but they practically control them; and it 
is this control—this power of contro!, to 
put it less bluntly—for which the people 
and the states are seeking a remedy. 
This brings us easily and naturally to 
the second branch of our correspondent’s 
inquiry. 

2. “Is it just that the profits upon in- 
“vestments in railroad property should 
“be subject to regulation by the states 
“when the profi's of all other pri¥ate in- 
“vestments are free frotm legislative es- 
‘“pionage and control?” It is to be borne 
in mind, as we have just seen, that rail- 
way corporations are not private property 
in the sense of ordinary business enter- 
prise. The very first movement of rail- 
way investors is a demand upon the state 
fur extraordinary rights, and until the 
enterprise is complete the demand con- 
tinues. We do not sympathize with the 
extreme views of Judge Black, in regard 
to the relative rights of the state and 
railway corporations; but the people who 
have granted these extraordinary 
privileges toa private enterprise, must, 
in equity, have some substantial interest 
therein. In fine, the railroads, indebted 
to the people for the privilege of exist- 
ing, owe them something more than the 
natural benefits which the operations of 
the lines bestow upon the public. This 
“something more” can most equitably 
and justly the shape of low freighis 
and low fares. Ifthis adjustment is re- 
sisted, as/it has been and always will be, 
then the ptate has the right to interpose 
and establish a commission through the 
medium/of which the adjustment may

embodied, in the results produced and 
the changes brought, about during the 
few years sinee the first xgilway charter 
was bestowed. There hag been a com- 
plete transformation. New values have 
been created and new industries have 
arisen. Oid conditions have been swept 
away atid new possibilities discloseqg— 
possibilities not only of progress, but of 
danger. Individuals, communities, whole | ue 
populations, indeed, find themselves in 
néw relations with each other, as well as 
witk themselves.

Tbe inana- 
gers of the property keep it in splendid 
shape, and make it very attractive.
